INCREASING SCHOLASTIC POPULATION 


The rapid growth of the population of Pontotoc county 
is reflected in the steadily increasing number of teachers re­ 
quired each year to instruct the children whose homes are in 
this county and who receive their schooling here. 
In number of teachers employed Ada holds a big lead as 
the metropolis of the county. 
For the past year seventy 
teachers were used in the city school system of Ada, and 
many of these were confronted with large classes and crowded 
rooms. 
Of the seventy, eighteen composed the high school 
faculty. 
In the other districts of the county, many of which 
have aw akened to a realization of the importance of edu­ 
cation within recent years, a total of over 150 teachers were 
used during the past year’s work. 
As a result of their work 
and the cooperation of the patrons, Pontotoc county stands 
high in the state in the number of model schools. 
These grade and high school teachers, combined with the 
regular faculty of the college here, brings the total of teach­ 
ers employed in Ada during the regular school year to over 
260. 
In addition to these the college has an extra faculty 
this summer of over forty.

Dutch financiers and traders pro­ 
fess to see a possibility of bringing 
Dutch trade out of its present de­ 
pressed state. Economically the oc­ 
cupied districts of the Rhine and 
Ruhr form a Dutch “hinterland/1 
with the result that Dutch trade has 
dropped to the bottom during the 
last year.

The result of the occupation has 
been a heavy reduction in business 
all over the country and a rise in} 
the cost of living. The influence al­ 
so is felt in the transport trade, and 
the two principal ports of the coun­ 
try, which are far too big for their 
own requirements, 
have 
suffered 
considerably, as their primary func­ 
tion was catering to the industrial 
districts bordering on the Rhine. 
This detrimental influence has ex­ 
tended also to the "export trade of 
Dutch agricultural 
produce which 
has been interfered with by the in­ 
terruption of trade route through 
the occupied territory and the fluc­ 
tuating exchange rate of Germany, 
Holland's largest buyer. 
At the outset of the Ruhr occu­ 
pation Dutch merchants attempted 
to allow 
business to slide along 
without stopping their production in 
the hope that the occupation would 
be only a matter of a few weeks. A 
different result, 
however, 
forced 
them to close factories and cut off 
the source of supplies, and after the 
prosperous war period, produced a 
trade depression of 
a 
magnitude 
never before known in Holland. The 
present state of affairs has con­ 
tinued about ten months, and can 
hardly be relieved until the problem 
of the occupied territories is solved. 
In contrast to this a temporary 
benefit has resulted to many Dutch 
industries which have been able to 
regain old markets and have en­

GENEVA.—When Foreign Beres 
of Czechoslovakia goes to the Uni­ 
ted States in July to take part in 
the round table conferences at Will­ 
iams College he will bear a new 
title, that of President of the Coun­ 
cil of the League of Nations.

the Yukon River to Nulato and on 
to Koyukuk. From Koyukuk they 
followed the military telegraph line I 
and the Yukon river to Louden.

They next struck north to 
Allakakat, swinging west in a cir­ 
cle to Shungnak and down the Ko- 
buk river to Noorvik, Kotzebue, 
Keewalik, Candle and overland to 
Norton Sound and Nome.

number of years served as senator,
